6 s. \ \d. each 
year ; from which, to arrive at the net amount, must be deducted the amount of my expenses. 

My Fees, while in Mayo, exceeded this sum by at the least 150/. net per annum. 

All the other particulars required by the Honourable House are to be found in the Clerk of the 
Peace’s Return, dated the 17th of March, and made under my instructions.

5, for the purposes specified in these Acts, into 
two Divisions ; namely, the Division of Omagh, which consists of the Baronies of Omagh and 
Strabane ; and the Division of Dungannon, which consists of the Baronies of Dungannon and 
Clogher. General Sessions of the Peace are held in each of these Divisions four times in the 
year; namely, a General Quarter Sessions in the Division of Omagh at the Towns of Omagh 
and Strabane alternately, and a General Quarter Sessions in the Division of Dungannon at the 
Towns of Dungannon and Clogher alternately. 

Salary .— The Salary of the Assistant Barrister for the Years 1829, 1830, 1831, and to 
55th October 1832, was 400 l., late Irish Currency, which is equal to 3G9 l. 45. 7 J rf. To the 
above Salary 100 1 . yearly was added, commencing with the Quarter which ended 25th De- 
cember 1832.
